Baseball, football, boxing and other sports have plenty of en- 
thusiastic followers, but for a dyed-in-the-wool, blown-in-the-bottle, 
leather-lunged, triple-expansion, six-cylinder, double-barreled “bug’’ 
the six-day bicycle fan is the nethermost verge of the extreme brink 
of the limit, He hangs on to sanity by a hair, and doubtless any 
alienist would say that that hair was imaginary. A baseball game or 
football contest or boxing bout are each a matter of minutes. The 
bona fide bicycle bug, however, sits on a hard bench twice around 
the clock, glaring with glassy eyes at the riders as they circle the
